With the local market for nitrate of 
soda on a basis of $1.90 per one hun- 
dred pounds, the disparaged state of 
the industry can be appeciated, as the 
current quotation has not been 
equalled since the early part of 190%.

A CRISIS IN THE MID-CONTINENT 
PETROLEUM SITUATION. 


In last week's issue of the Reporier 
we had to treat editorially

THE INVOLVED POSITION OF 
LINSEED OIL. 


During the past two years compara- 


tively low prices have ruled in the 
market for linseed oil. Late in the 
spring reports began to. circulate 


among the trade carrying predictions 
that the area sown to flaxseed in the 
American and Canadian Northwests 
would be much below that of the pre- 
vious year. These were followed up, 
as the growing season progressed, by 
reports that not only had acreage been 
dimished, but that conditions were un- 
favorable and the steady advances in 
market prices for seed and oil through 
the month of July showed that the 
trade had come to a full realization of 
what lay in store as a result of the 
smaller yield of seed. Yet consumers 
of oil were loath to become active 
iraders in an advancing market ana 
refrained from covering future needs, 
hoping that the situation might change 
for the better and the final outturn ot 
seed be larger than reports had in- 
dicated. As a last resort bearish sen- 
timent was created by the belief that 
the heavy shipments of seed which 
had been thrown upon European mar- 
kets might overcome the promised 
shortage at home and thus weigh down 
the balance in favor of another year 
of low-priced oil. 

In a literal sense it may be said that 
the fortunes of war were with these 
consumers, for with the crop informa- 
tion now at hand there is no one who 
will gainsay that under ordinary con- 
ditions seed and oil would be selling 
at much higher prices than were 
quoted at any time last year. Scarcely 
anything short of a war and one of the 
proportions is now only too real, 
could have transformed conditions 
and weakened markets the strength 
of which was established by every 
statistical deduction. How seed values 
at Duluth and other important centers 
have declined is now a matter of rec- 
ord, and while oil has held above the 
parity of seed the loss in oil values is 
almost in proportion to that of seed. 

Experience gained in following the 
why and wherefore of fluctuations in 
seed and oil in the past is not regarded 
as an infallible guide for the future. 
Conditions which confront the trade 
just now are different from those ever 
before encountered and past experi- 
ence can furnish no formula for work- 
ing out the problems which the situa- 
tion Europe has raised. Naturally 
the easing off of prices has been pleas- 
ing to buyers of oil and they are now 
wrestling with the problem of how low 
prices may be expected to go. The 
modern soliloquy of “whether ’tis bet- 
ter to buy or not to buy” is not easy 
of answer. One of the obstacles in 
the way of maintained lower prices is 
the nominal position of oil cake. The 
returns from cake are highly impor- 
tant in establishing values for oil, and 
up to the present most crushers have 
not cared to sell much oil in forward 
positions because they saw no oppor- 
tunity to dispose of their cake. Dur- 
ing the past week more of a disposition 
has been noted to sell oil ahead, 
though to all appearances the cake sit- 
uation has not shown improvement. 
Oil values likewise have been placed 
on a closer relationship with seed and 
market prices have been subjected to 
competition. Imports of English oil 
also came at a time when their arrival 
had strong moral effect upon domestic 
markets. With seed going down, oil 
being imported, and crushers cutting 
prices, it is inevitable that the market 
should present an appearance far

Varnish Makers’ Conference to Relieve 
War Strictures. 


following communication has been 


The 
addressed to the members of the National 
Varrish Manufacturers’ Association, giv- 
ing the details of a conference with a 


view of settling questions relating to diffi- 

over the war:— 

To the Members of the National Varnish Man- 
ufacturers’ Association. 

Dear Sirs:— 

In the opening weeks of the European war 
several importing houses, under contract for 
materials to arrive, agreed to supply materials 
from stocks on hand against goods under con- 
tract to arrive at an advance of 15 per cent. 

This action caused some misunderstanding, 
and at the suggestion of several members of 
the association a conference was arranged 
This conference was held in New York city on 
September 15, the manufacturers being repre- 
sented by fourteen gentlemen and the import- 
ers by six. ’ 

R. O. Walker, was elected chairman and G. 
B. Heckel secretary of the meeting. 

The views of the manufacturers, as ex- 
pressed in letters and by those present, were 
laid before the importers 

The following is an abstract of the views of 
the importers:— 

‘‘The profits of importers are never large and 
transactions frequently net a loss to them. 

‘“‘They are never as high as 15 per cent, 

“At the beginning of the war sterling ex- 
change was very high and extraordinary rates 
were charged for war insurance. The im- 
porter was forced by the banks to cover goods 
afloat irrespective of rates. 

“The importers had in store some goods be- 
longing to them and not under contract. These 
could have been sold at high prices in the 
open market, but as a matter of accommoda- 
tion the owners permitted manufacturers hav- 
ing goods under contract to arrive to draw 
from these stocks on spot, asking for them an 
advance of 15 per cent. over contract price. 
This advance was an arbitrary figure intended 
partly to cover the extraordinary expenses in- 
curred on account of the war in connection 
with goods afloat. 

“The goods thus sold belonged to the im- 
porters and were sold to customers as an ac- 
commodation, in view of the scarcity prevail- 
ing and uncertainty as to future arrivals. 

“As to goods to arrive there is much uncer- 
tainty. Some vessels are held in neutral ports 
and their cargoes may have to be transshipped; 


culties 


others have been or may be captured; the 
moratorium in London adds arbitrarily one- 
quarter per cent. above the exchange rate. 


The latter is returning to normal, and as long 
as the present naval situation continues war 
insurance will remain nominal. 

“Under most contracts, as well as under 
nun.erous legal decisions, the importer is re- 
lieved of all extraordinary expenses due to 
force majeure, such as war. 

“‘When goods now under contract shall ar- 
rive the importers will lay before contractors 
the exact facts, detailing the added expenses 
and giving the contractor the option of refus- 
ing the goods at contract price plus additional 
expenses. 

“Their position is that all these expenses 
should be borne by the contractor, as the im- 
porter is sure to lose by the transaction any- 
Way, as there are many factors of added ex- 
pense that cannot be computed. 

“All the importers present gave complete as- 
surance that all buyers under contract* shall 
be treated exactly alike by the individual im- 
porter as to -specific cargo; in other words, 
the excess charges wiil in each case be calcu- 
lated to a percentage and each buyer will be 
charged the same excess percentages on sim- 
ilar goods from the same cargo.”’

crease of $1,870,381. Of the total value 
51 per cent. represented’ gold, which 


was valued at $18,146,916, a decrease of 
$41,646, as compared with the yield of 
1912. There was an increase in silver 
output of 1,113,185 fine ounces. The 
production of copper, which is mainly 
incidental to the recovery of other 
metals, increased 120,523 pounds. The 
quantity of lead produced in 1913 was 
87,897,773 pounds, an increase of 12,- 
655,506 pounds. The quantity of zinc 
produced was 119,346,429 pounds, a “*de- 
crease of 12,876,383 pounds. 


Following a short illness, William C 
Kennedy, a prominent oil operator in 
McKean county, Pa., died on Septem- 
ber 19 at his home at Bradford, Pa. 
Death was due to pneumonia. Mr. 
Kennedy was born in New York city 
in 1842, and located at Bradford in 
1870.

Some oi 
the driers also are in an unusual posi- 
tion and because consumers could not 
get what they were accustomed to use 
they have turned to other materials. 
For instance, it is reported that there 
has been a better call for cobalt prod- 
ucts since the outbreak of the war 
Sales of cobalt oxide are reported on 
u basis of $1.05, cobalt acetate at $1, 
and sulphate of cobalt at 50c.

New Tack in Senate’s Proposed Inquiry 
into Petroleum Operations. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 

Washington, Sept. 25, 1914. 
of Oklahoma has taken 
a mew tack with reference to his pro- 
posed investigation of conditions in the 
oil trade. The Oklahoma Senator has 
had pending before the Interstate Com- 
merce Committee of the Senate bills re- 
lating to oil operations in the Southwest, 
one of which is intended to cut out from 
the carriage of oil the refining corpora- 
tions themselves. 

With no prospect that any of these mea- 
sures can be considered at this session, 
Senator Gore has now adopted a plan 
similar to that embraced in Senator Chil- 
ton’s resolution as to the oil operations 
in West Virginia, Pennsylvania, Ohio 
and Indiana.

trade has been affected by the European condi 
tions which have existed for the past two 
months, or still further back to the time when 
the American Naval Stores Company suspend- 
ed. The organization of the Turpentine Farm- 
ers’ Association, which has been the topic for 
several weeks, has now reached the state of 
complete formation, and will be in active oper- 
ation within the next week or ten days. 

This association has established headquarters 
at Savannah, Ga., this port being the naval 
stores center of the world and where prices 
have been made for the entire outside for 
years. All the advantages offered at Savannah 
makes this port the headquagsters of the selling 
agency for the entire belt. 


The idea of forming this association is for 
the purpose of protection to the naval stores 
farmers who have suffered greatly recently, 


and, too, at a time when they were just on the 





verge of recovery from the disaster of last 
year mentioned above. By means of this sell- 
ing agency all of the operators alike will en- 
joy the results obtained through the associa- 
tion, whereas under present conditions, it is 
stated, many of them have disposed of their 


products at a loss in order to get them off at 


all. Through the medium of the selling agency 
of the Turpentine Farmers’ Association all 
farmers—there being something like 8 per 
cent. represented—will receive a better result 
than by looking out for themselves.

By far the most important develop- 
ment of the week has been the an- 
nouncement by the Prairie Oil and 
Company that it would discon- 
tinue pipe line operations in Oklahoma 
until further notice. This action has 
been the outcome of further differences 
between the company and the Okla- 
homa Corporation Commission result- 
ing from a decline of ten cents by the 
Prairie, the refusal of the commission 
to recognize the decline and the order 
of the commission forbidding the sale 
of crude oil in Oklahoma at less than 
65 cents. With the Prairie declining 
to run any oil the mid-continent situa-

tion is facing its most critical stage, 
since the Prairie is the mainstay for 
the marketing and transportation of 
oil in the entire field. A court test 
may be resorted to with a view of 


determining the authority of the Okla- 
homa Corporation Commisiosn to fix a 
market basis for crude oil, regardless 


of natural conditions.

As tending to offset the effect of 
further declines in the crude market 
has been the announcement by some 


of the large purchasing agencies that 
they would be prepared to take the 
full production of Pennsylvania oil to 
the end of October. The gradual break- 
ing of the restriction on exports of 
the refined products has been occasion 
for the broadening of transportation 
of crude oil in the high grade fields. 
The week’s review of operations in 
the Eastern fields shows 132 comple- 
tions, 2,485 barrels of new daily pro- 
ductions and 64 dry holes, com- 
pared with 121 completions, 2,428 bar- 
rels of new daily production and 55 
dry holes for the former week. The 
most creditable showing for the cur- 
rent week was in Illinois, with double 
the number of completions and a 
greater gain in new production. By

West Virginia, producing 345 barrels 
the first 24 hours. The nearest ap-

further drilling on the prospects of ex- 
ploiting a new pool. 

Despite a gain in 
Northwestern Ohio there is a sharp 
decline in new production. Indiana 
registered losses in both completions 
and new productions. The record of 
the Sullivan field. however, was fairly 
creditable, four of the six wells drilled 
having an initial daily total of 205 
barrels. The more favorable results in 
Illinois have been chiefly due to the 
record of Lawrence county, the heavi- 
est gain being in new production. A 
feature of Kentucky operations is the 
leasing activity in Allen, Logan, Web- 
ster and Ohio counties, stimulated by 
late strikes, with prospects of drilling 
as soon as the general situation clears. 
Another well near the Scottsville pool 
at Allen county, about five miles from 
the developed area, with a showing 
of 20 barrels daily, has been reported 
during the week. 

Returns from Texas-Louisiana fields 
note a loss in completions and new 
production. The principal setback in 
new production was in the Panhandle 
field. The best completions were two 
250-barrel wells, one in the Sour Lake 
district and the other in the Red River, 
La., district. Late wells in the Sour 
Lake gusher field have not shown as 
favorable staying qualities as usual. 
There is considerable agitation through 
the Southern fields for a tax of 25 
cents on imports of Mexican oil, which 
action, it is argued, would not only 
place the domestic producers to much 
better advantage, but would be the 
medium of desired revenue to the gov- 
ernment. 

We have already referred to the 
principal developments of the mid-con- 
tinent field. Of further interest has 
been the bringing in of continued large 
producers in the Cushing field, swell- 
ing the output of the field to about 
170,000 barrels a day, which amount, 
it is estimated, could easily be in- 
creased to 200,000 barrels. One of the 
unusual incidents of Cushing produc- 
tion is a well the oil from which is 
said to be available for internal en- 
gine consumption without treatment. 
The oil is of 56 degrees gravity and 
the capacity of the well is about eight 
barrels a day. It is believed in the 
mid-continent field that further de- 
clines in the crude market are in or- 
der, with the chances that 40 cents 
might finally be reached.

THE MID-CONTINENT OF SITUA- 
TION. 
(From the Reporter’s Field Correspondent.) 


Independence, Kan., Sept. 22, 1914. 


Every cloud has its silver lining. In the 
midst of the darkest hour this field has seen 
comes a ray of hope. Representatives of the 
Prairie Oil and Gas Company state sales of 
erude are a little more free than they have 
been for several weeks, and they look for im- 
proved conditions. It is stated gaugers in the 
Kansas end of the field have been notified to 
run all oil from Kansas wells from now on 
The Prairie anticipates gradual improvement 
during the fall. 

This will be glad news to all engaged in the 
oil business in this region. Most old-time oper 
ators regret the vast amount of agitation and 
can see no possible good to come of it. They 
believe the pipe lines are doing the best they 
can to take care of the field, and believe a 
serious mistake is being made by the corpora- 
tion commission in its effort to prevent any 
sales of oil below 65 or 75 cents a barrel. 
Those who know the situation best insist that 
it is more profitable for the producer to sell 
his oil even at 40 cents a barrel than it is to 
be compelled to store it and in the end prob- 
ably not get even that much for it. Indeed, 
it is estimated now, in view of the great de 
preciation of the Cushing oil, that those who 
are storing vast quantities of Cushing crude 
that they will do well to get much more than 
the price of the tankage out of their storage. 
That would leave them the tanks as second- 
hand receptacles on their hands. It is given 
on good authority that White & Sinclair 
gauged one of their 55,000-barrel tanks which 
was filled four months ago and its contents 
had shrunk four feet, It is given out on the 
best of authority that oil placed in storage at 
75 cents a barrel at the end of the first year 
will represent a cost of $1.25@1.27 a barrel, 
including the tankage, and that the deprecia- 
tion thereafter will amount to 8 to 12 per cent, 
a year. Some of the oil now held in storage 
in this field is over ten years old. At this rate 
Cushing oil in a few years will become a lia- 
bility good and proper. It is stated those who 
engaged at first in catching in the streams vil 
that had been lost discontinued doing so be- 
cause all the lighter properties had evaporated 
before the oil could be returned to ‘‘captivity 
Cushing oil, it is well known, is of very little 
value as a fuel product. Therefore it would 
seem to be a serious mistake to compel the pro- 
ducers to store their crude in the Cushing pool 
at an expense instead of permitting them to 
sell it at 40 cents a barrel and realize a profit, 
for be it known Cushing operators can produce 
oil at 22 cents a barrel and make money at it. 
In truth, if a corporation were able to make 
as big profits as producers are able to make 
they would very soon be able to retire. 

Because of the claim for outings, because of 
the shrinkage in crude and disputes arising 
therefrom a strong demand is growing in this 
field for the sale of oil, both crude and refined 
products, by weight as is done in practically 


ill foreign countries and which Americans who 
nave worked in fields where this system has 
obtained declare is far more satisfactory than 
‘liquid measurement. A ton of crude oil is 


equal to practically seven barrels of our meas 
urement, 

ANOTHER ORGANIZATION FORMED 

Every time a new condition arises a new as 
sociation is formed in the mid-continent field 
for the purpose of righting the wrongs to 
which the oil industry is heir. Scores of these 
organizations have come and gone during the 
last ten years. They last so long as oratory 
will attract a crowd and then they are soon 
forgotten. This is not a statement of derision, 
but a simple and ungarnished oration of facts 
A few nights ago a new organization on some- 
what different grounds was effected. It is to 
be known as the Oklahoma Oii Producers 
Agency It has taken on the dignity of secur- 
ing a State charter, having a capital stock of 
$25,000, which is divided into 1,000 shares of 
par value of $25. By-laws will be adopted 
this week. The purposes of this organization 
are sweeping and if carried out would make it 


















more comprehensive nan the Standard Oil 
Company. Here they “are:—Amalgamation of 
producers for furtherance of their interests; 
the maintenance of a bureau for gathering of 
information for the agency; a bureau for pro 
curing equitable transportation rates; the han 
dling, purchase, sale or delivery of the produc 
tion of the agency members; the purchase, 
mtracting, sale, etc., of refined products; the 
leasing, constructing, etc., of tanks, pipe lines, 
stations, telephone and telegraph lines; the re 
fining and selling of oil; the issuance of cer- 
tificates and receipts for oil and the organizing 
of a business exchange 

It is evident that Commissioner Henshaw 
is growing weary of the _ situation. He 
started out to use his good offices to help 
the producers out of a bad pinch. He acted 
as an intermediary to bring about a cessa- 
tion of drilling operations, he made an or- 
der forbidding the pipe lines from cutting 
the price of oil and from buying oil at less 
than 75 cents a barrel, and every order he 
made and every arrangement he planned 
was violated by the oil operators thém- 
selves until he is rattled about it; now he 
says, “There will be no more ‘gentlemen’s 
arrangements.’ The commission,” says Mr, 
Henshaw, ‘“‘will control the situation or it 
will turn it loose entirely.’’ Commissioner 
Henshaw has intimated that he will ar- 
range to have one of his orders carried to 
the Supreme Court to establish his authority, 
if he has any. The one trouble has been 
the question of the commission’s authority 
ind the issuance of orders simply to be 
ignored has made more or less a laughing 
stock of the commission and the commis- 
sioner has grown weary of it and begins to 
look upon some of the producers as no 
gentlemen and therefore disqualified from 
entering into a gentlemen’s agreement. Mr. 
Henshaw contends that since it has been es- 
tablished thac the State has a right to reg- 
ulate the taking of natural gas out of the 
ground on the theory that it is one of the 
State’s natural resources, the same authority 
belongs to the State to regulate the output 
of crude oil as one of the State’s natural 
resources. But Commissioner Henshaw, 
who is himself a very reasonable gentleman, 
doubts if the State can regulate or control 
the price after it has passed to the pipe 
lines. About all that has been accomplished 
by all this trouble has been to emphasize 
the fact that when the law of supply and 
demand is at work orders and regulations 
amount to very little, and it is becoming 
evident that the same thing will eventually 
obtain in this field that has obtained finally 
in every field—the agitators will melt away 
and the conservative element will conduct 
the oil business along sane and conserva- 
tive lines and everybody will make money 
and get along harmoniously. 

AN UNUSUAL CUSHING WELL 

There has been a vast amount of comment 
upon tl “gasoline’’ well drilled some months 
ago at Calgary This well produced natural 
gasoline of 64 gravity—the usual commercial 
gasoline is 60-61. The Calgary product is 
taken direct from the well and is used without 
treatment in auto engines. It is not generally 
known, and to the best of our knowledge has 
never been referred to in print, but White & 
Sinclair have a well nearly equal to that at 


Calgary. It is producing about eight barrels 
a day of white oil of 56 gravity. It is sold 


to a man who has set up a small still nearby 
and who steams it and sells it to special trade, 
making about $600 a month from it This well 
is located about one mile from the Cushing 


pool, and the oil comes from what is supposed 
to be the Wheeler sand. As is usual in such 
cases, there is not much of it. This is the 


only well of its kind in the mid-continent field 
which is producing a practically refined product 
in commercial quantities. 
BIG GUSHERS AT CUSHING. 

Many big wells continue to be brought in at 
Cushing. The output of that field is now 
about 170,000 barrels a day. It could easily, 
it is believed, be pushed up temporarily, at 
least to 200,000 barrels a day. It is becoming 
more and more the opinion that the sooner 
this territory is drilled up the better. It is 
argued that operators in that field cannot now 
stop. There are so many wells drilled in the 
district that if those who own leases even a 
mile away do not drill they will lose their 
share of the flush production, because when 
the head goes off the field it will affect all 
parts of the district. The Black Panther Oil 
Company (Dr. Howard Weber and others of 
Bartlesville) has drilled in a gusher on the 
3arney Tholoco tract in 9-18-7 It is only 
partly drilled in and is making 3,500 barrels 
a day. CC. B. Shaffer on Sunday drilled in a 
4,000-barrel gusher on his lease adjoining the 
rich Musselman tract. On Saturday Gunsburg 
& Foreman drilled in an 8,000-barrel gusher. 
The Kathleen Oil Company’s Nos. 13 and 14 
in 3-17-7 started off at 1,400 and 1,600 barrels, 
respectively This company’s No. 8 and the 
Gypsy Oll| Company’s No. 7 in 2-17-7 were 
failures 

At a meeting held in Tulsa last Thursday 
night resolutions were adopted requesting a 
Senatorial investigation of the Prairie Oil and 
Gas Company with reference to its relation 
ship to the Standard Oil Company and to 
ascertain who is responsible for fixing the 
price of crude oil. The resolution was signed 
by J. J. Moroney, editor and publisher of the 
Okmulgee Democrat; Wm. Stryker, editor and 
publisher of the Tulsa Democrat, and Ex 








Judge Shea of Bartlesville. The almost total 
absence of old-time producers and names of 
well known operators in the mid-continent 
field at these meetings is very conspicuous. 
ihe resolutions adopted were as follows: 


“To Honorable Thomas P. Gore and Honorable 
Robert L. Owen, United States Senators 
from Oklahoma 

“Gentlemen:—The idependent oil producers 
of the State of Oklahoma request you to move 
for an investigation by the proper committees 
of the Senate of the United States of the fol- 
lowing matters: 5 

“First. The relationship between the Prairie 
Oil and Gas Company and those concerns to 
which it ‘sells’ Oklahoma crude oil and to 
which it refers in its published statements as 
its customers.’ Proffered explanations of 
positions taken by the Prairie Oil and Gas 
Company toward markets and market prices 
of our crude frequently refer to those ‘cus 
tomers’ as having the Prairie bound under 
contracts and conditions which leave it no 
option to keep its promises or. to conform to 
what it pretends to believe is vital to the 
existence of independent interests in Okla- 
homa oil. The Standard Oil Company of 
Indiana and the Standard Oil Company of 
Louisiana are the leading refining concerns 
using Oklahoma crude oil. Thorough investi- 
gation of the Prairie’s relationship, actual 
though hidden, to these concerns, and of the 
relation of all of them to the Standard Oil 
Company of New York and to the Standard 
Oil Company of New Jersey, and publicity of 
the knowledge so obtained, is mecessary to a 
right understanding and intelligent solution 
of the leading problems now seriously and 
urgently at hand for the great oil industry 
of Oklahoma to meet and solve. Through in- 
vestigation of the relationships here above sug- 
gested will, we believe, lead your honorable 
committee on investigation to:— 

‘Second. Investigate as to who fixes prices 
of crude oil in Oklahoma; how such prices are 
fixed; to what points Oklahoma crude oil is 
shipped; how it is refined, where marketed, 
and to what extent is the price of the same

REFINERS MAKING IMPROVEMENTS. 
The Millikin Refining Company has 
contracts for the construction of a pipe lir 
from Cushing to Vinita, where its refinery 
is located In the future it will use Cushing 
erude entirely Cosden & Company, who 
own refineries at Bigheart and Cush- 
ing, have just let a contract for fort miles 
of 8-inch pipe line from Cushing to Tu 
Mr, Cosden has lately secured large produc 
ing interests at Cushing. Mr. Cosdtn pro 
poses to install eight additional 1,200-barre 
stills at his Tulsa refinery and has con- 
tracted for 20 65,000-barre] storage tanks. 
He proposes to have these tanks for tak- 
ing care of any surplus he may have. The 
Chanute Refining Company, which has just 
completed a new plant at Cushing, to-day 
made a purchase of 50 additional tank cars. 
The Constantin Company is adding addi- 
tional stills at its Tulsa refinery and pro- 
poses to increase its output from about 
2,000 to 5,000 barrels a day. In spite of the 
adversities of the refining business, every 
one connected with the industry seems to 
be buoyed with a faith in the future. 
THE MARKET GOES OFF AGAIN 
Just as this report closes the announce 
ment is made that the Prairie has lopped 
off 10 cents more from the market, the 
price of crude in this field now being 55 
cents a barrel This makes a slump of 20 
cents a barrel in ten days The feeling 
seems to prevail that the price will con- 
tinue downward until 45 and possibly 40 
cents is reached.

The Oklahoma Corporation Commission the 
latter part of lust week issued an order direct- 
ing all oil-carrying pipe lines in the State of 
Oklahoma, which have been declared common 
carriers, to make reports on revenues and ex 
pense valuations to the commission for the ulti- 


mate purpose of establishing rates for the 
transportation of oil through such pipe line. 
The order directs that the monthly report of 


expense and revenues shall begin with October, 
while the valuation of the pipe line properties, 
including cost of construction, will be as of 
September, 1914. It has been contended that 
the rates filed by the pipe line companies are 
excessive and the purpose of securing these 
statistics is that the commission may determine 
whether the rate made by the pipe line com- 
panies is justifiable. The order requires that 
supplemer-tal reports covering all phases of the 
business engaged in by pipe lines shall be filed 
with the commission every six months. These 
supplemental reports shall include betterments 
and blue prints of all properties and carriers. 
The pipe line runs, Prairie Oil and Gas Com- 
pany, during the first fourteen days of Septem- 
ber aggregated 974,383.85 barrels, being a daily 
average of 69,598.85 barrels. The average for 











the first seven days of the month was 68,697.75 
barrels. This was an increase in the daily 
average for the first half of the month of 


1,098.90 barrels for the fourteen days; for the 
same time the sales to trade, heretofore known 
as deliveries, aggregated 969,905.04, being a 
daily average of 69,221.78 barrels. The deliver- 
ies showed an increase of 4,189.07 a day over 
the average of the first seven days in the 
month. These figures, however, are considera 
bly under the daily average for the month of 
August, when the runs were 81,589.71 barrels 
a day and the deliveries were $1,304.08 barrels 
a day. During the month of August the 
Prairie placed 285.63 barrels a day in storage, 
while during the first half of September 377.06 
barrels a day were placed in storage.

It is 
black and loose and seems to be of a rot- 
ten formation The oil is heavy and life- 
less If dependence were placed in this 
sand alone, not much could be expected of 
the pool, but it is believed a livelier oil 
and better sand will be found in that 
vicinity. This well puts Galey in 
the running again and he hopes to make 
good in the vicinity of Longton. 

An adjourned hearing will be held before

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Prairie Oil and Gas Company Dis- 
continue Operations in Oklahoma, 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 

Independence, Kan., Sept. 24, 1914. 

The worst condition ever known in the 
oil regions has developed in the mid- 
continent field, and the immediate future 
offers no hope of improvement. Follow- 
ing a cut of ten cents in the crude mar- 
ket Monday, the Oklahoma Corporation 
Comtaission issued an order forbidding 
producers seiling crude below sixty-five 
cents. The Prairie stood pat on its re- 
duced price of fifty-five cents. On 
Wednesday the Prairie answered the 
commission by shutting down all pump- 
ing stations, discontinuing all runs and 
calling in and laying off all its pipe line 
men. Other pipe line companies are fol- 
lowing suit. The field, with 330,000 barrels 
a day production, is at a standstill, pro- 
ducers are stupefied and ruin stares many 


of them in the face. They did not think 
the Prairie would take this drastic action, 
although they had been warned. The 
Prairie claims there was nothing else to 


do—that it was so harassed and hampered 





it was unable to plan one day to the 
next. On Monday also the Standard of 
Kansas reduced the price of gasoline 
from 6%c. to 6%c., and refiners are also 
completely in the air.

Bight good wells 
have now been drilled in this immedia re- 
and one or two tests have been suc- 
between the new extension and the old 
Scottsville pool Unlike the deep pools of Ohio 
and neighboring counties, the Allen county 
production is obtained from a shallow sand, 
with lighter drilling expenses, and at the rate 
at which new work is being undertaken the 
nee prices seem to be having little retarding 
effec 

The deep sand well which attracted so much 
attention in Webster county last month is an 
incentive for new tests in that area. Three 
new wells have been started, but the comple- 
tions will be a matter of several weeks, as the 
producing sand is 3,000 feet deep. The first 
well shows up for a light producer. Though 
interest in the Ohio county field has somewhat 
abated, two or three rigs now in commis- 
sion, located in the Hardford pool 

The situation in the Eastern Kentucky 
is about usual, with Wayne county the 
only district maintaining a normal appearance 
of ctivity In this field the shallow sands 
have been pretty well drilled over, but many 
locations within proven territory are still 
ivailable and within the proven lines, where 
chances of a failure are light, practically all 
the drilling is centered. One new well at 
Denny makes thirty barrels daily, while two 
strikes yielding five barrels each are reported 
from the Cooper pool The situation in upper 
Kentucky is very quiet, with only occasional 
wells drilled in Morgan, Wolfe and Lawrence 
counties. The only new strike reported from 
that end of the field is a producer of light 
capacity in Lawrence county Developments 
are about at a standstill in the region around 
Cannel City, Morgan county, and the situ- 
ation in Wolfe county is little better. Low- 
ering of prices has put a crimp in new work 
in these deep sand fields, lease-holders 
are afraid to proceed with new work. 

In Logan county some little work is under 
way, with no recent completions reported. 
Thousands of acres are held in this county 
and a new lease of life will probably result 
when better prices are commanded. There 
is very little work of a purely experimental 
nature in any of the fields. 
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ILLINOIS PETROLEUM REPORT. 
(From the Reporter’s Field Correspondent.) 
Robinson, Ill., Sept. 24, 1914 


A review of Illinois shows that the oil opera 


tors are doing well in the way of getting their 
oil handled by the pipe lines, as all oil pro 
duced is being run With the local refineries 
in the eastern part of the State running on 
full time they, combined with the Ohio Oil 
Company's pipe line, are caring for all the 
crude, 

The Ohio Oil Company, the largest operating 


concern in the Illinois field, is laying off a 
great many strings of drilling tools and other 
companies and individual operators are doing 
the same, so as to not gather too large a pro- 


duction during the unsettled stage of the in- 
dustry. While the drill is quiet, leasers are 
making the best of it by gathering up large 
tracts of land for future development This 


kind of work is being done between the present 
fields and the Wabash River and also in the 
western section of the State near the Plym- 
outh pool. The striking of a well by the Ohio 
Oil Company on the Roberts tract, three miles 
southwest of production in the Plymouth pool, 
has stirred up a new line of activity, and many 
rigs are springing up and new drilling ma- 
chines are being brought to the new Eldorado 
from the eastern part of the State where work 
is going backward,

market for China wood oil, but some 
sellers say that shipments over the 
early part of next year will be taken 
eare of without difficulty. Only 
moderate demand has been reported 
for oil on spot and values have not 
varied much from those quoted a week 
ago. Supplies are not large and this 
has checked concessions on the part 
of sellers. Prices for oil of prime qual- 
ity are held at 84%@9c. per pound. The 
weak market for linseed oil is said to 
have slowed up demand for wood oil. 

COCOANUT OILS. — Demand was 
quiet throughout the week. Spot prices 


were unsettled, sales being reported 
at concessions, but a firmer undertone 
featured future positions. The stocks 


on hand are said to be light, and with 


the quantity afloat below normal re- 
quirements sellers were not offering 
supplies so freely. Consumers took 


hold in a hand-to-mouth way only, as 
they still believe in lower values. With 
shipping disturbed in the Far East 
owing to the sinking of several vessels, 
the situation as regards future sup- 
plies is more complicated. Spot Cey- 


lon oil was offered at 18@13%c. a 
pound, with prompt shipments from 
Colombo offered at llc. White Ceylon 
oil on spot was held at 14@l5c., with 
futures not offering. Prime Cochin oil 
closed the week at 15@16c. a pound, 
as to seller and quantity. There was 


no quotation on the market for Cochin 
oil for shipment from primary markets. 
Dealers believe that Europe will be a 
heavy consumer of cocoanut oil in 
spite of the war, as a shortage of ani- 
mal fats will bring out a good call 
from the trade for edible products. It 
is reported that Marseilles mills are 
busy. 

CORN OIL.—The past week brought 
two 10-point reductions in the price of 
corn oil, making the quotation $5.75 
per 100 pounds for car lots. The de- 
mand was quiet, and with exports shut 
off the supply available was large. In 
spite of the decline the demand showed 
no signs of improving and the under- 


tone at the close was easy. It is re- 
ported that independent operators 
have been shading the market. Lead- 
ing interests quote $5.75 for car lots, 
$5.80 for less than car lots and $5.30 
for tank cars. 

Our Chicago correspondent writes:— 

Chicago, Sept. 24, 1914. 





Corn oil prices suffered further losses at Chi- 
cago during the week, but in spite of this fact 
conditions surrounding the market may be said 
to be quite satisfactory for this period of the 
season. The trade requires but moderate quan- 






tities of corn oil at this time, and while the 
larger distributors have ample supplies with 
which to meet the demand there is no surplus 
stock on the market The price losses men- 
tioned above were brought about largely by 
the weakness which has been quite pronounced 
in other o for some time past. Handlers 


are desirous of preventing any accumulation of 
stocks in this market at this time of the year, 
and this fact also might be said to have in- 
duced handlers to shade prices. Summed up, 
the situation might be called quite favorable, 
especially in the face of the unfavorable con- 
ditions surrounding many industries at this 
time. Quotations:—Corn oil in tank cars, 
$5.10; carload lots in barrels, $5.50; lots of six 
barrels or over, $5.55; five barrels or 
$5.60, 


OLIVE OIL.—Prices ruled steady un- 
der light offerings from abroad. Re- 
ceipts were quite liberal, but most of 





less, 


the stock was for contract delivery. 
Denatured olive oil sold as low as $1 
a gallon, but some dealers would not 
meet this figure, and nominal quota- 
tions at the close ranged from $1 to 
$1.10. Prime green foots were in light 


supply, and dealers quote the market 
from 10 to llc. a pound, as to quan- 
tity. Foreign markets were firm under 
the good demand for home consump- 
tion, 

PALM OIL.—Early in the week prices 
were easy and a large business was done 
in prompt and nearby shipments from 
England. The undertone was firmer at 
the close under smaller offerings from 
abroad. Dealers were asking from 
9l44c. to 10c. a pound for Lagos, spot 
delivery, with futures nominal around 
Sc. Red prime oil on the spot was 
available at 744@8%c. per pound, with 


futures offering at concessions. The 
demand locally was chiefly in small 
lots for spot delivery, 

PALM KERNEL OIL.—A_ report 
from London states that all offerings 
by first hands have been cleaned up 
and second hands are holding out for 


higher prices. In the local trade deal- 
ers have advanced their quotations to 
124%@13c. a pound, with actual sales re- 
ported at the inside figure. Futures 
were not offering. 


PEANUT OIL.—Demand for soap 
grades of peanut oil was quiet and 
quotations were merely nominal. The 


low position of competing oils tends to 


depress values. Dealers quote from 

70c. to 7c. a gallon, as to quality. 
RAPESEED OIL.—Under freer spot 

offerings prices eased off and at the 


close sellers were asking from T5c. to 
80c. a gallon for refined. Blown oil 
was offered at 82@S8ic. a gallon. Deal- 
ers were offering nearby stuff at the 
inside prices. It is understood that 
some fair-size shipments are underw Ly 
from England. Foreign markets 
firm in sympathy with seed. 

SESAME OIL.—Stocks on hand are 
light and prices are more or less nom- 
inal. Dealers quote from T5c. to 80c. 
a gallon, as to quality and quantity.

SOYA BEAN OIL.—With competing 
oils weak and lower the demand for 
soya was dull. Stocks on hand are

ANIMAL AND FISH OILS, 
COD OIL.—Sellers of cod oil report 
seasonable activity. Sales were re- 


ported at prices ranging from 34'4c. to 
36c. a gallon for Newfoundland oil. 
Shipments have been coming forward 
quite freely from primary centers and 
offerings for spot and nearby deliv- 
eries are liberal. First hands were not 
offering distant futures, owing to the 
fact that fishing has shown no im- 
provement. Quotations for New- 
foundland oil for 1915 shipment were 
wholly nominal. First hands were of- 


fering a little domestic oil around

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Gasoline Price Discrimination Charge 
Against Standard Oil Co. Dismissed. 


The action of the State of New Jersey 
against the Standard Oil Company of 
New Jersey for alleged violation of the 
statute, making it a misdemeanor to sell 
any commodity in general use at different 
prices in different sections of the State, 
except fer allowance in difference in 
grade, quality or quantity, or in the 
actual cost of transportation from the 
point of preduction, was dismissed by 
Judge Sullivan, of the Hudson county 
Court of Common Pleas, last Monday. 
The action was brought on the complaint 
of the Crew Levick Oil Company, and 
Was the outcome of a bitter gasoline 
trade war in Hudson county. The Stand- 


ard Oil Company was charged with sell- 
ing gasoline at nine and one-half cents 
per gallon in the county, although main- 
taining an eleven and one-half cents rate 
in Essex county. Judge Sullivan’s action 
was clearly foreshadowed in his expres- 
sions during the argument of counsel, on 
a motion to dismiss the complaint, to the 
etfect that the purpose of the statute was 
to punish price discrimination designed 
to establish or maintain a virtual monop- 
oly hindering competition or in restriction 
of trade, and that this intent could not 
be applied to the case where a company 
was obliged to meet the cuts of its com- 
petilors for the maintenance of its trade. 

Judge Sullivan’s opinion gives a full 
recital of the material facts in the case. 
It is as follows:— 


The complainant in this case, the Crew- 
Levick Oil Company, and the defendant are 
both distributors of petroleum products, includ- 
ing gasoline, in the county of Hudson and in 
various other localities throughout the State of 
New Jersey. There are other distributors of 
gasoline in Hudson county, namely, the Texas 
Company and the Pure Oil Company, who ap- 
pear to be negligible quantities so far as com- 
petition is concerned, and the Gulf Refining 
Company, which up to the latter part of May 
was in the same class, but which since that 
me appears to have secured a great many of 
the defendant's customers, 

Up to May 15 of this year the wholesale 
market price of gasoline in Hudson county de- 
livered by tank wagon was 13 cents per gallon, 
and the retail price was from 18 to 22 cents 
per gallon, so that the profit to the retailer 
amounted to from 5 to 9 cents per gallon. 

On or about May 15, a concern known as the 
Mutual Oil Company entered into the retail 
gasoline business in Hudson county, purchas- 
ing its gasoline from the defendant at 13 cents 
and retailing it at 15 cents per gallon. The 
main object of the Mutual Oil Company, as 
testified to by its president, was to reduce the 
cost of maintenance of automobiles and thus 
augment their sales, in which business said 
president was principally engaged, and at the 
Same time make a fair profit. 

Almost immediately a garage owner on the 
next block to one of the stations of the Mutual 
Oil Company reduced his retail price to 138 
cents, and the Mutual followed him and sub- 
sequently in about a week the Mutual still fur- 
ther reduced its retail price to 12 cents, and 
made still further reduction in the retail price 
until it reached 10 cents, about the middle of 
June, at which price it has remained. All of 
the cuts in the retail price of gasoline were 
made by the Mutual Oil Company except the 
one from 15 cents to 13 cents. The Mutual Oj) 
Company has always purchased its gasoline 
from the defendant, but hag no connection 
with defendant of any kind, nor any agree- 
ment oral, written or otherwise relative to the 
purchase of gasoline, and is entirely free to 
deal where and with whom it pleases. Since 
the latter part of May it has purchased the 
gasoline at the Jersey City distributing station 
of defendant and carted it away in its own 
tank wagon, thus securing a reduction of 1 
cent per gallon on the price of gasoline if de- 
livered by defendant’s wagons. 

In the latter part of May the Gulf Refining 
Company, which, like the defendant, has a re- 
finery situated at Bayonne, in Hudson county, 
but no connection with the defendant as far as 
the proofs show, began to solicit the trade of 
the various garage owners in Hudson county, 
offering as an inducement to sell gasoline 
wholesale at 1 cent per gallon less than the 
defendant’s price, no matter how low defend- 
ant’s price should go, and entered into con- 
tracts with the various garage owners which 
embodied said terms and extended over a pe- 
riod from June 5, 1914, to December 31, 1914. 
Up to this time the Gulf Refining Company was 
a negligible quantity as a competitor of com- 
plainant, but it immediately by means of the 
contracts above referred to secured the patron- 
age of a large number of the garage owners, 
most of whom up to that time had been cus- 
tomers of defendant. Both complainant and 
defendant attempted to meet the price of the 
Gulf Company by reducing from 13 to 12 cents 
per gallon, but the Gulf Company immediately 
cut to 11 cents, and when complainant and 
defendant came down to 11 cents the Gulf went 
to 10, and so by successive cuts until on June 
9 the price of the complainant and defendant 
was 10% cents, and that of the Gulf Company 
94% cents. On June 13 the defendant came 
down to 9% cents, the Gulf Company reduced 
to 8% cents, and the complainant remained at 
10% cents, and those prices continued until 
July 14, at which time complainant reduced to 
9% cents, and so it has remained, complainant 
and defendant selling at 9% cents and the 
Gulf Company at 8% cents. At no time did 
lefendant cut the price, but kept attempting 
to meet the cut of the Gulf Company. 

The complaint is that on June 9 defendant’s 











price for gasoline in Jersey City was 10% 
cents, while in Newark it was 12% cents; on 
June 13 its Jersey City price was 9% cents 


and its Newark price 12% cents; on June 18 
its Jersey City price was 9% cents and its 
Newark price 11% cents; and that these va- 
rious differences in prices being more than the 
actual] cost of transportation between the two 
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places, defendant is guilty of a violation of 
chapter 14 of the laws of 1913, which makes 
it unlawful and punishable as a misdemeanor 
“for any person, firm, corporation or associa- 
tion, engaged in the production, manufacture, 
distribution or sale of any commodity of gen- 
eral use, or rendering any service to the public 
to discriminate between different persons, 
firms, associations or corporations, or different 
sections, communities, or cities of the State by 
selling such commodity er rendering such serv- 
ice at a lower rate in one section, community 
or city than g@nother, or at a different rate or 
price at a point away from that of production 
or manufacture, as at the place of production 
or manufacture, after making due allowance 
for the difference, if any, in the grade, quality 
or quantity, and in the actual cost of trans- 
portation from the point of production or man- 
ufacture, if the effect or intent thereof Is to 
establish or maintain a virtual monopoly, hin- 
dering competition or restriction of trade.” 
The act does not prohibit discrimination be- 
tween localities unless ‘‘the effect or intent 
thereof is to establish or maintain a virtual 
monopoly hindering competition, or restriction 
of trade.’’ It seems patent that the circum- 
stances above recited do not make out such 
“effect or intent.’’ Not such effect because it 
appears that the Gulf Refining Company -has 
actually taken away a large number of de- 
fendant’s customers during the period com- 
plained of and has become an active competi- 
tor of defendant in Hudson county, whereas 
before said period it did hardly any business; 
not such intent because defendant simply fol- 
lowed the cuts in prices made by the Gulf 
Company in am endeavor to retain its cus- 
tomers in Hudson county. 
The argument of the 


State proceeds upon 
the theory that mere 


discrimination in price 
between localities, in and of itself Is a viola- 
tion of the act, but this view nullifies what 
to my mind is the most important part of the 
act, namely, the provision above recited. 

Indeed, the learned prosecutor has not been 
able to produce a single case that would sup- 
port his view, althourh similar statutes have 
been enacted in many States and have been 
the subject of court interpretation. 

In the following cases, while the statutes 
under consideration have not been the same as 
ours, but similar, it would appear that the 
courts have taken the same view as herein 
expressed. .

The complaint will be dismissed. - 

Former Prosecutor Pierre P. Garven, of 
Hudson county, represented the Standard 
Oil Company. 

Assistant Prosecutor Vickers of Hud- 
son county has announced that the com- 
plaint would be submitted at the earliest 
possible date for a further test before the 
Grand Jury, bringing to bear all the tes- 
timony available to the State. 

Judge Swayze last Tuesday delivered a

long charge to the Grand Jury, stating 
that he concurred with Judge Sullivan 


in the dismissal of the complaints against 


the company, but as he understood that 
the ease was to be considered by the 
Grand Jury, he wished to analyze for 


the jurors the bearing of the governing 
statute to the charge in question. Judge 
Swayze reviewed the construction of the 
law as relating to price discrimination, 
monopoly, competition, allowance for the 
difference in grade, quality or quantity. 
cost of transportation and other essential 
features. 


A portion of Judge Swayze's charge 
follows:— 
The evidence at the preliminary hearing 


shows that the Standard Oil Company did not 
sell at as low a price as one of its competitors, 
the Gulf Refining Company; that in reducing 
price it only followed reductions by other con- 
cerns, and that the price in Newark was re- 
duced seemingly to correspond with the reduc- 
tion in Jersey City; in fact, the price was at 
one time certainly the same in the two cities, 
and if this failed to make the due allowance 
for the cost of transportation to Newark there 
would be no _ violation of the prohibition 
against discrimination by lowering prices as 
far as this county is concerned; that offense 
would be committed in Essex county. But 
even if the price in Newark was made lower 
than it should have been after making due al- 
lowance for the cost of transportation that 
mere fact would not prove an intent to estab- 
lish a monopoly. In considering the question 
of a criminal intent the possibilities of actual 
business as normally carried om must neces- 
sarily be considered. 

Although the complaint is against the Stand- 
ard Oil Company, the evidence discloses that 
other companies, including the Crew-Levick 
company, have lowered prices in the same 
way. It makes no difference which company 
began the rate war; the crime, as far as the 
present complaint is concerned, is discriminat- 
ing arbitrarily and unreasonably between dif- 
ferent cities by selling at a lower rate with 
intent to establish a monopoly. If any of the 
companies have done this they have violated 
the statute. The Gulf Refining Company seems 
to have made the lowest price, and there is evi- 
dence that it agreed to sell at a cent a gallon 
less than any price the Standard might make, 
but although this shows an intent to injure one 
competitor it does not show an intent on the 
part of the Gulf company to establish a 
monopoly. 

In short, the statute did not mean to make 
competition for lowering of prices a crime, but 
only arbitrary, umreasonable discrimination by 
lowering prices with Intent to create a monop- 
oly; and a mere intent to secure business by 
offering better terms to the consumer is not 
enough, whether that offer is by a large well- 
established concern or by a new concern just 
beginning its struggle for business. The offer 
of better terms to the public, even though a 
competitor may be injured, is the very thing 
chapter 13 of the laws of 1913 was meant to 
secure, 

The case is therefore worthy of the most 
serious consideration, and no indictment should 
be found unless the evidence if uncontradicted 
would convince you that there has been an 
arbitrary and unreasonable discrimination by 
selling at a lower rate in Hudson county than 
elsewhere after making due allowance for 
grade, quality, quantity and actual cost of 
transportation, and the other necessary and 
natural allowances incident to a normally con- 
ducted business, with intent to establish or 
maintain a monopoly.

The Republican minority h 
emergency internal revenue tax bill 
makes a savage attack upon the Under- 
wood tariff bill and its failure to pro- 
duce needed revenues even before the 
outbreak of hostilities in Europe. The 
concluding part of the minority report 
discussing the particular features of the

Despite somewhat freer offerings of 
this gum by a few local houses and 
One out-of-town importer, prices have 
continued to be very strongly main- 
tained by all handlers here, in view 
of the difficulties which are being ex- 
perienced in attempting to replenish 
stocks while the Turkish markets have 
remained closed to all outward as wel 
as inward shipments and supplies in 
London have become further depleted. 
An arrival of six cases from Piraeus 
was noted at this port within the week, 
but it is understood that this gum 
was shipped out from Turkey before 
the present embargo was placed upon 
Smyrna, Constantinople and Salonica. 
Latest advices from the country of 
production give the market there as 
approximately 26s. and the cost of im- 
portation, in excess of $10, laid down 
here.

Business of the 
New York company in the Far East 
has not been interfered with, as the 
company had large stocks of all its 
products there. Probably the only ter- 
ritory where the company is now be- 
ing somewhat adversely affected is in 
Turkey and Greece, where business 
has been hampered by the foreign ex- 
change situation. 

The Welsbach Co. has reopened its 
plant in Columbus, Ohio, which was 
closed down about a year ago, owing 
to the unfavorable tariff.

Soda ash is particularly active, but English 
makers have made no change in prices of this 
article or in caustic soda except in cases where 
consumers have previously been supporting 
German makes. 

Bleaching powder is quoted at about £7@ 
£7 10s. per ton for new business, although de- 
liveries against contracts are being made at 
old figures.

Many hay 
shut down, and many others would 
do so, but are unable to obtain the 
money to pay off their laborers and 
redeem their ‘‘fichas,” the metal coin- 
age that each plant issues instead of 
money in the pampa. 


There being no shipping movement, 
the longshoremen are already out of 
work. To prevent disorders among the 
unemployed in Iquique, the government 


has offered free passages to all Chi- 
leans who will go south to the farms 
and to Peruvians and Bolivians who 
will return to their respective coun- 
tries. 

Five hundred and eighty-one labor- 
ers came down from the pampa early 
in August. This exodus of pampa 
laborers is another setback for the ni- 
trate industry. It is hard enough to 
get men when times are good, and it 


is questionabe whether they will come 


back after having established them- 
selves in the south. 

To aid the nitrate companies the 
Chilean government is considering a 
plan to advance three pesos at the 
works per quintal manufactured and 
four pesos at the port on a quantity 
101.61 pounds. The advance per quintal 
is to be deducted at the time of ex- 
portation. [The Chilean paper peso 
fluctuates in value. The latest quota- 


tion from the United States mint (July 
1, 1914) gives the equivalent as $0.2061.] 
Such action would save the situation 
in Iquique district for the time being, 
as it would enable the principal works 
to keep going for about three months. 
It would require 45,000,000 to 60,000,000 
paper pesos to put it into execution. 
In of the daily increasing acute- 
ness of the necessity for money inthe 
nitrate district, the Chilean govern- 
ment has so far not agreed to the plan;

Among recent developments in the 
market for dye materials have been 
the announcements from England and 
Germany that these countries have 
placed an embargo on shipments of 
aniline oil and aniline salts. It had 
been expected that future supplies 
would be available from Germany, as 
it had been reported that dye materials 
could be brought down the Rhine and 
then transhipped to the United States. 
The later announcement has put a dif- 
ferent aspect on the situation, and now 
it is uncertain when fresh supplies 
will be able to be obtained. This has 
resulted in a nominal market, and the 
situation in regard to other dyestuffs 
of foreign origin has not improved dur- 
ing the week, and while some stocks 
were received at the local port, there 
is no feeling of certainty about future 
shipments. Domestic manufacturers 
of dye materials are reported to be 
working to capacity and are behind 
with deliveries. The tanning trade has 
been interested in such materials of 
this market as are suited for tanning 
purposes, and good call has been fe!t 
for natural products, including que- 
bracho wood, fustic, logwood, ete. 
Starch and dextrines have held un- 
changed through the week, but are not 
moving in a normal way. Bichromates 
are firm, though some reports credit 
offers of bichromate of soda for deliv- 
ery over the balance of the year and 
through 1915 at the old level of prices. 
Prussiates are very firm, and the 
searcity of red prussiate of potash has 
caused that material to sell at around 
$1 per pound. Some consumers of yel- 
low prussiate of potash are said to be 
using prussiate of soda where they can. 
Zine dust is in limited supply and isa 
little firmer as a result of the week’s 
trading. Detailed reports on the sep- 
arate articles of the local market fol- 
low:— 

ALBUMENS.—The market for blood 
albumen remains in a nominal position 
and the scarcity of offerings prevents 
trading from assuming normal propor- 
tions. Egg albumen also is reported 
as firmly held, with stocks limited. 
Quotations for egg albumen vary ac- 
cording to grade, with 50c.@$1.10 repre- 
senting the range. 


ANILINE OIL AND SALTS.—At the 
close of last week it was reported that 
Great Britain had placed an embargo 
on exports of aniline oil and salts 
from that country. This week a simi- 
lar notice was received from Germany 
and the outlook for obtaining these 
supplies is poorer than it was a short 
time ago. With future supplies in 
doubt, sellers in domestic markets are 
said to be conserving any spot offer- 
ings for their regular trade, and new 
business is again at a standstill, with 
values nominal. 

BICHROMATES. — Various reports 
were heard this week regarding bichro- 
mate of soda. It is stated that at 
least two sellers have made contracts 
for delivery through December at the 
old basis of 4%c. per pound. It is also 
reported that contracts for next year 
have been offered at 4%c. One seller 
has sold at 4%c. to a dealer, but this 
appears to be an exception, and late 
in the week reports were heard to the 
effect that 5@5%c. was the inside quo- 
tation to dealers. Small lots have been 
quoted up to 7c. per pound. A good 
call for bichromate of soda has been 
felt from the leather trade. Bichro- 
mate of potash is firmly held, and 
when the scarcity of potash is consid- 
ered it can be readily seen why manu- 
facturers have been forced to put up 
prices. Market quotations are report- 
ed at 15@16c. per pound. 

CUTCH.—Good inquiry was reported 
by some sellers this week. There has 
been no material change in market 
conditions in the interim, and holders 
of material are firm in their views re- 
garding values. Quotations are given 
at 8@l0c. per pound. 

DEXTRINE. — Considerable quanti- 
ties of foreign dextrine were imported 
this week and, according to reports, 
went direct to consumers. Domestic 
grades have been moving steadily, with 
no further fluctuations in market 
prices. Present level of quotations is 
as follows:—Dextrine, $3.17 in bags, 
$3.28 in barrels; special dark canary 
dextrine, $3.27 in bags, $3.38 in bar- 
rels; British gum, $3.42 in bags, $3.53 
in barrels; amid ex., $3.42 in bags. 

GAMBIER.—Some gambier came to 
the local market during the week from 
the United Kingdom. Some gambier 
on the way from primary points is 
said to have been lost owing to the 
sinking of the vessels. War risks on 
shipments from the far East have been 
advanced, and chances for nearby 
shipments are said to have been less- 
ened by developments in the past ten 
days. Spot gambier is firm with quo- 
tations at 9@llc. per pound. Inquiry 


has been good, with both the leather 
and textile trades showing interest. 
INDIGO.—Madras is said to have 
sold at $2 per pound, and it has been 
difficult to obtain supplies. Demand 
for natural indigo has improved con- 
siderably since supplies of synthetic 
grades have been difficult to obtain. 
Some indigo came into this country 
this week.

MYRABOLANS.—This material is in 
the same position as other materials 
which come from India. Shipments 
have become uncertain during the 
past week, and higher rates for trans- 
portation and insurance are said to 
have gone into effect.

PRUSSIATES.—Yellow prussiate of 
potash has held fairly steady this 
week. While it was reported that 
some material changed hands at 34c. 
per pound, the inside quotation at the 
close of the week was said to be 35c. 
per pound. Color makers have been 
good buyers. Demand from the textile 
trade has been moderate. Red prus-

The shipping season continues in a desultory 
sort of way. Some mixed goods are being sent 
out and the manufacturers maintain a teeling 
of hopefulness, but the expected spurt has not 
arrived and there is no certainty that it will 
materialize, The chances seem to be rather 
against this supposition of a somewhat sudden 
revival, though, of course, every member of 
the trade is hopeful that it will come. Spec- 
ulation as to the more immediate future rather 
tends to encourage expectations of an active 
movement to come, It is pointed out that the 


war has created an extra demand for wheat 
and other cereals and that there is every reason 
for assuming that the acreage sown next sea- 
son will be large, which would tend to create 


a good demand for fertillzers and give the 
manufacturers and dea s the opportunity they 
are looking for Whether this calculation will 
work out is, of course, another matter, but it 
appears very plausible and has had a marked 
effect in keeping up the anticipations of the 
manufacturers. The cotton situation, as stated, 
has upset conditions in the South, and it 
cannot yet be stated with any degree of 
definiteness how far the remedies now being 
employed or agitated will contribute to a solu- 
tion of the problem. It is clear that the South 
must have more money to harvest the cotton 
crop, and that unless the additional funds are 






forthcoming the cotton will remain to rot on 
the plantations But even though adequate 


means are available to gather the cotton, the 
fertilizer men here will be under more or less 
strain for the reason that their connections are 
largely in the South and their resources must 
necessarily undergo a severe tax. In addition, 
it is altogether likely that cottonseed meal 
will figure more extensively in the fertilizer 
question as far as the South is concerned, this 
being the material available and at hand, and 
the manufacturers of fertilizers will have to 
adjust themselves to the change in conditions 
The movement in ammoniates is likely to be 
limited. The holders of scrap are still asking 











and 10, c. a. f. basis Baltimore, but even 
at this figure there is not much business being 
done, the whole tone of the market for animal 
ammoniates being quiet It is a decided drop 
from $3.55 and 10 f. o. b, factory to the pres- 
ent prices given, but the recession has been 
unaccompanied by any such receptiveness on 
the part of the buyers to place orders as might 
have been looked for.

cussed this problem, but if so little or nothing 
is being said about it. The members of the 
trade feel that general agitation of the subject 
would not help matters. It is indicated that 
relatively little difficulty has been experienced 
in getting the co-operation of the buyers of 
mixtures, who appreciate the situation, and 
there ig thought to be a possibility that the 
enforced elimination of potash may change 
prevailing ideas as to the absolute need of 
this material to raise certain crops. Actual 
experience sOmetimes upsets ideas and beliefs 
entertained for a long time, and regarding 
which there would seem to be no room for 
doubt; and this may happen again. 

BONE.—The market for bone appears to be 
more or less indefinite, and there is little to 
be said about it. Nominally, the advanced 
prices are still quoted by the sellers, but the 
general movement seems to reflect the hesi- 
tency shown in some other directions. The list 
remains at $30 for 4% and 50 ground raw bone, 
$25.50 for 3 and 6560 ground steamed bone and 
$20.50 for 2 and 60 bone flour.
